never be enforced in Maine, and they did 
not propose to pay any attention to it.

IMPORTED OSTIUCIIES.—At the corner 


of Koyal and Monteguc streets is the 
sign upon a high board fence, "African 
Ostrich Kraal." In a small space were 
twenty-three huge birds, who came troop- 
ing toward the reporter with seemingly 
as much curiosity as that individual pos- 
sessed. Mr. Jb. J. Selfridge, who has 
tine nnt.nuan !..- ol..x..go .o|\paflraH and Rr- 
plained that this was no show, but a 
business enterprise; that these birds 
were imported for breeding purposes; 
that they were brought to the city some 
days since on board the Italian bark 
Josip, and some or all of them would 
soon be shipped to California, where the 
experiment was to be made as to whether 
American soil could not nourish the ani- 
mals whose ever-fashionable and beautiful 
plumage bedecks American women. 


Several Boston and Maine men, realiz- 


ing the profit in ostrich farming, determ- 
ined to make a trial in the United States, 
and were incorporated under the Maine 
laws as the American Ostrich Company. 
This company selected as its agent and 
superintendent Mr. E. J. Johnson, an 
energetic young man of great ability, 
whom it sent to South Africa to learn 
the business and import as many birds as 
he deemed sufficient. 
After making a 


careful study in Cape Colony for more 
than a year under the most successful and 
experienced ostrich farmers, Mr. Johnson 
purchased twenty-three of the firsst birds 
that could be bought in South Africa. 
A vessel was chartered to land them in 
New Orleans, La., where they arrived 
Due. 9, 1883, after a voyage of flfty- 
three days, sailing time. 
They 
were 


confined in the hold of the Italian bark 
Josip for sixty-five days, owing to a de- 
lay caused by the Captain in putting back 
into Cape Town after leaving for the pur- 
pose of land ing two stowaways. 


The birds were placed in padded stalls, 


3i x 4J feet and 5 feet high, and arrang- 
ed in the hold of the ship as houses are 
in a city. During pleasant weather the 
birds were exercised four at a time in the 
streets thus formed, which, no doubt, ac- 
counts for their present splendid condi- 
tion. All the birds arrived here alive 
and in good condition. 


The birds imported by the American 


Ostrich Company are the first direct im- 
portation from South Africa. 
They are 


all breeders, and the object is to raise 
chicks for sale aud for feathers.

TEMPERAECE AND LIFE INSUBANCE.— 


Mr. H. B. Robinson, at the 
British 


Association, has been urging, from the 
experience of life assurance offices, the 
value of abstinence from strong drinks 
as a means of prolonging human life and 
reducing the premiums for life insurance. 
He says : 


"There were several mutual life assur- 


ance societies which kept quite separate 
the statistics of the lives of the general 
section of those persons who abstained 
from strong drinks. 
At present many 


difficulties presented themselves iu the 
inquiry, which would no doubt be elimi- 
nated in future years. Tlie most valuable 
facts were furnished by the United King- 
dom Temperance and General Provident 
Institution, showing that in seventeen 
years the claims in the temperance 
sec- 


tion were ".only a littlei over 70 per cent, 
of the expectancy, iftbile in the- general 
section they were but jJKghJly belpw the 
expectancy. \ The-.--esperie«ee^.oC the 
Whittington Life 'Assurance Company 
was not yet enough to form any exact 
opinion upon, but the companj said that 
'teetotalism seenisto.be favorable to lon- 
gevity." The Sceptre Life -'Association" 
stated that during the eighteen 'years .of 
their history ended in 1882 they had 116 
deaths in their temperance section against 
270 expected deaths, and in 1883 the 
same disproportion prevailed, aa they 
had had 51 deaths, and only 7 of them 
were the lives of abstainers, whereas to 
be equal with non-abstainers there should 
have been 19.

branch were assured at a less rate than 
moderate drinkers. In some accidental 
offices the assumed superior lives of ab- 
stainers was recognized by a charge of 
20 per cent, less to teetotalers than to 
moderate drinkers.

that the Canal has become the highroad 
to India, and even to Australia, we need 
not wonder that sensible people in Eng- 
land want to keep Egypt. Mr. Charles 
Waring, from whose article in the Fort- 
nightly Review we obtain our figures, calls 
attention to the fact the high tolls (about 
$2.50 per ton) are prohibitive of many 
kinds of Eastern products.

wheat, for example, is protected by the 
Canal to an amount fully equal to the 
freights from New York to Liverpool. 
A free, capacious Canal at Suez might 
produce remarkable commercial changes.

We can 
respect his convictions, as being sincere, 
even while we fight against them, pro- 
vided he does not destroy confidence in 
his sincerity by persistent efforts to de- 
ceive people as to his purposes and beliefs. 
Of late he and his friends have been be- 
having as if they were ashamed of the 
convictions upon which thi.y have acted, 
and intend still to act. 
There has been 


something very like a systematic effort to 
blind the people with pretty speeches, 
while preparing a raid against Northern 
industries. 
For that kind of behavior 


there is apt to be general contempt. Mr. 
Carlisle would do better to acknowledge 
like a. man that he wants as Speaker the 
things for which he and his associates 
huve voted as members. 
Then, if he does 


not succeed, he can at least retain self- 
respect, aud the respect of others. 


It is the misfortune of the South that 


its plain people have very little voice in 
political action. 
The same intolerant 


and despotic mastery which denies free- 
dom of suffrage to colored Republicans, 
even at the cost of many murders and 
thefts and forgeries if necessary, also en- 
ables a few men in each district and State 
to "bulldose" the great majority of white 
voters. 
These people are not hostile to 


the principle of protection to home indus- 
try, but they are bullied into voting for 
men who are. 
The plain people of the 


South want solid banks nnd honest money, 
but they are driven to vote for politicians 
who want wild-cat State banks, with their 
own tools in Executive offices, and Legis- 
latures to dispense the charters and de- 
fine the powers. The trouble now, as be- 
fore the war, is that public opinion at the 
South is not free ; the votes of the people 
are not freely cast nor honestly returned. 
Otherwise "the 
South" would not be 


solid. In reality, whatever is for the 
permanent interests of the North is also 
for the good of the South. There would 
be a plenty of plenty of people to see and 
act upon this truth, if the Democratic 
party would cease to make the South solid 
with frauds or shot guns. 
Uulil there is 


freedom of opinion and of political action 
at the South, Northern men who have any 
regard for their own interests or the in- 
terests of the country do not wish to see 
"the South in the saddle again."—N. Y.

of the Central and Southern Pacific H. 
R. is at Oakland.

settlements and schools are impossible. 
As we pass along we notice in places as 
high as half a dozen outfits in the same 
field, marshalled nut in line, putting in 
grain, each outfit consisting of one man 
managing eight horses hitched to a seed- 
ing machine. Those machines plough, 
sow, and put in the grain as they go. We 
also notice machines that, in harvesting, 
cut, thrash and sack the grain as they go. 
Truly, California is a big State, with large 
proportions 
and pxteusive 
variations, 


coupled with grand successes and im- 
mense failures: a combination of superla- 
tives , up one side and the same down the 
other. 
A kind of go-as-you-please suc-

BOSTON'S NE.V Sr.TVEBAOF. SYSTEM. 


Boston has put into operation the im- 


proved sewerage system, which has been 
some years in preparation, and which will 
take rank as one ef the greatest engineer- 
ing feats of tho age 
The sewerage sys- 


tem of Paris has generally been supposed 
to .be the most perfect in existence, bill 
it is now admitted, even by French en- 
gineers, that the Boston enterprise must 
take tiro first rank. 


The project was conceived several years 


ago by Mr. Joseph P. Davis, the 
then 


City Engineer. The primary object of 
the plan, in brief, was to intercept the 
the sewage of the city as it flows in the 
existing sewers and convey 
it to «a 


point where it may be discharged with 
safety to the public health, and with the 
least injury to other interests. Tlie in- 
tercepting sewers follow the marginal 
streets of the city as far as practicable, 
that the sewage may be intercepted near 
the outlets of the existing sewers. The 
main sewer carries the waste of the -ci'y 
first to Old Harbor Point, where it ai- 
rives forty-three feet below the high 
tide level. Four great engines, each 
with a capacity to raise 25,000,000 gal- 
lons forty-three feet in twenty-four hours, 
lift the sewage into the 
discharging 


sewer. 
The grea; flood is strained 


through filth cages, and flows for two and 
six-tenth miles into reservoirs at Moon 
Island. This discharging setver is divid- 
ed into three sections, known respectfully 
as the tank or deposit sewer, the tunnel 
under Dorchester Bay, and the 
large 


sewer from Squantum Neck to Moon. Is- 
land. The deposit sewer is about 
1,200 


feet long, and is carried upon an embank-' 
ment extending into the bay to the west 
shaft of the tunnel. Its elevation is such 
that sewage uill flow from it to the reser- 
voir by gravitation. The tunnel, with 
its west shaft, forms an inverted syphon, 
passing under the navigable waters of 
Dorchester Bay. 
Its horizontal length is 


about 0,970 feet, and the average depth 
of the shafts below mean high tide is 45 
feet to the bottom of the tunnel. The 
siphon has firs*t a vertical descent of about 
150 feet, next a nearly horizontal stretch 
of about 0,070 feet, and lastly, a rising 
incline of one foot vertical to every six 
feet horizontal. 


At Moon lsland,where the sewage is dis- 


charged into deep water, there is a large 
reservoir covering several acres. 
It has 


four apartments, and will hold nearly 
25,000,000 gallons. Its design is such 
that it can be conveniently enlarged at 
any time to double this capacity, to meet 
the needs of the city's increased growth 


The London reservoirs are covered 


with brick arches and earth, but it is

necessary to cover this onf. As a pre- 
caution, however, foundations for col- 
umns have been built, that a wooden 
covering may be put on if 
experience 


should prove that one is needed. A large 
mmiber of gates are provided for admit- 
ting and discharging the sewage, which 
are to be opened by hydraulic pressure, 
as are those at the pumping 
station. 


The last link in the extensive chain of 
works is the outlet section, which con- 
tains four sewers so arranged as to con- 
nect with the outfall sewer in receiving 
the discharge from the reservoir and car- 
rying it out to the tidal current at the 
end of Moon Island.

BOSIXFJM LESSONS FOB 1884. 


The business men who have taken an 


account of stock and closed their books 
for the past year in order to determine 
the degree of their busiaess prosperity 
should turn their faces to the business of 
the new year with a little sober reflection 
on .some ousiness truths taught by the 
record of business failures for the year 
ihat is ended. The failures in the United 
States for the year were 9,184, with 
liabilities of nearly $173,000,000. 
The 


Canadian failures numbered 1,384, with 
liabilities of nearly 16,000. The failures 
number 1 for every 94 traders in the 
United States and 1 for every 48 traders 
in Canada. The average of liabilities to 
each failure is $18,000 in the United 
States and 11,000 in-Canada. 


This indicates the most disastrous bus- 


iness year since 1873, when, under the 
spur of an expiring bankrupt law, the 
failures numbered 10,478, with liabilities 
of $^34,883,132. The amount of losses 
each year from 1873 up to 1878, except 
one, was greater than last year, while the 
losses during the years 1857 and 1861, 
when our population was many millions 
less than at present, were also much 
greatur than last year. While the failures 
itf last year were not numerous enough t~> 
be phenomenal or to mark a period of 
great financial disaster, they were much 
too frequent to indicate a healthy state of 
trade. An increase of thirty-six per 
cent, in the number of failures and up- 
wards of $70,000,000 in the aggregate 
liabilities in a single year cannot be ac- 
counted for on the theory of t&e < natural 
increase of business. 
The wise business 


man <s he wbo studies these statistics of 
disaster, ascertains tbeir causes and seeks 
to avoid them for hiinself. 
The chief 


causes apparent for the unfavorable record 
of last year were the shrinkage in the 
value of stocks of goods owing -to over- 
production aincng manufactures ; the im- 
mense number of new traders going into 
business—the increase in this line during 
the past three yars being much greater 
than during any former three years in the 
history of the country—and the insane 
tendency to speculation in subjects en- 
tirely outside of the legitimate business 
of the operators, such as oil, mining and 
railway stocks. There has been no strin- 
gency in the money market and no de- 
pression arising from short crops, the two 
conditions which usually cause the great- 
est business reverses. 
In view of these 


conditions the prudent business man will 
not speculate during the coming year, 
will carry no more stocks than the pres- 
ent exigencies of his trade demands and 
will not get nervous and slaughter prices 
because he happens to have a lot of in- 
experienced competitors, who are knock- 
ing the bottom out of things to secure 
some of his legitimate trade. 
Competi- 


tion of tlus kind usually kills itselt in a 
snort tune. Goods must be sold at a 
profit to allow anybody to prosper, and he 
who sells without, a profit won't sell long.

SCIENTIFIC MUCELLA.HY. 


From experiments upon dogs, Lewas- 


chew and Klikowitch have concluded 
that the effect of ordinary natural mineral 
waters is to increase the quantity of bile 
and to make it more fluid and watery. 
This increased flow is beneficial in freeing 
the gall-bladder from stagnant bile. 
The 


action of artificial solutions of alkaline 
salts, as well as of hot water, was found 
to be similar to that of the natural min 
eral waters. 


A novel and interesting application of 


electricity has been introduced at the 
Court Opera at Vienna. The effect of 
swarms of fireflies flitting about a tropical 
forest is produced in a strikingly realistic 
manner by the plan of suspending tiny 
incandescent lamps by fine swinging wires, 
the flashes of the artificial fireflies being 
caused by rapidly switching the current 
on and off. 


In an attempt to trace invention to its 


oiigin in the mind of primitive man, Col. 
F. A. Jeeley, of the U. S. patent office, 
remarks: "Obviously, archaeology can 
find no trace of a remoter age than that 
of stone ; but I mistrust that the thought- 
ful anthropologist will accept the evidence 
of earlier ages, one of which, taking one 
of its perishable materials as the type of 


all, we may call the age of wood. Still 
farther back must lie an age, as indefinite 
in duration as any, when man existed in 
his rudest condition, without arts of any 
kind, except such as he employed in 
common with lower animals, and this is 
the true primitive period."

iod arrive at perihelion in 1884—D'Ar- 
rest's on January 13, and Brorsen's about 
September. For several months astrono- 
mers have been unsuccessfully watching 
for the former, and it is probable that it 
may pass unseen at this return.

In a preliminary paper read before a 


recent meeting of the London Pathologi- 
cal Society, Mr. Button and Dr. Heneage 
Gibbes described an investigation now 
being made by them into the tuberculosis 
of birds. 
They find that the disease is 


very prevalent among birds, and that it 
sometimes becomes epidemic. The effects 
do not exactly correspond to those pro- 
duced in man by consumption, but the 
parasite present in both cases seem& to be 
the same. 
The disease virus appears to 


be introduced with the food, and the birds 
most liable to be affected are common 
fowl, peacock, grouse, and other grain- 
eaters.
